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SUPERINTENDENT PEARCE SAYS HALF OF 1¢ SALES TAX WOULD HELP SCHOOLS 


Finances and enrollment topics of discussion

The Elba City School Board 
heard a report on the financial status 
of the local school system on 
Wednesday, February 23rd during a 
special noon meeting held at the 
Elba Elementary School. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
gave the report, which included a 
battery of financial statements, com- 
parison charts and other status pa- 
pers. 

The main thrust of the report was 
the steadily increasing student en- 
rollment coupled with the shrinking 
size of the school’s general fund. 


He emphasized that the 
situation continued to 
exist in part because of 
a steady annual increase 
in total enrollment. 


At least twice during the meeting 
Pearce reminded the board’ that the 
Elba school system was on the bot- 
tom of the list as receiving less local 
support than any other city system in 
the State of Alabama. 

He added that the school had 
been lucky to have friends in the 
right places. These friends have been 
help ful in getting considerable state 
and federal funds to make up this 
funding difference. 

Pearce told the board members he 
was giving them this annual report 
earlier than usual. This is because it 
was important for them to know the 
pressing needs of the school and the 
alternatives if those needs not met. 

Pearce acknowledged to board 
members that the system received an 
additional 11/7 teacher units this year 
due to the increased enrollment. He 
explained however that while this 
eased the pain, it did not cure the 
problem. He emphasized that the sit- 
uation continued to exist in part: be- 
cause of a steady annual increase in 


total enroliment: 

The Superintendent talked from a 
balance sheet/budget chart and told 
board members the school system 
would need about $88,000 additional 
local funds by next year. He said the 
alternative was to cut expenditures. 
“Eliminating two teacher units and 
one teacher’s aide would generate 
the savings necessary to balance the 
budget if additional local funds are 
not received,” Pearce said. 

The current operating budget pro- 
jected an ending balance of only 
$1,118.27. However the funds for 
the additional teacher units, higher 
than expected property tax and 
county sales tax receipts in the early 
months of this fiscal year should im- 
prove the ending balance. These in- 
creases will not be enough to replace 
the $133,881.73 carry over from pre- 
vious years that is being used to fund 
the current year. 

One computer generated chart re- 
leased at the meeting dealt with en- 
rollment trends and totals since the 
opening of the new school complex. 
The totals from that chart are as fol- 
lows: 


1991 September........6...1138 
1992 September.......0.4. 1145 
1993 September...... 1154 
1994 February 1S... 


The racial makeup during these 
years only varied a half percent or 
less, with the Black percentage at 
present being the same 35% it was in 
1991, 

Pearce also gave breakdowns by 
school for the same period. It 
showed a steady drop in high school 
enrollment from 513 in 1991 to 495 
last month. The elementary enroll- 
ment showed a corresponding in- 
crease from 625 in 1991 to 661 in 
February of this year. 

Pearce responded to a question 
from the board on the high school 
enrollment drop over the three year 
span by noting that during this cur- 
rent year there were 16 students who 


declined discipline, tailed to return 
following a suspension or who had 
been expelled. He said they have had 
no such problem in the elementary 
school. 

The charts also contained total en- 
rollments and withdrawals since 
school started in September of this 
year, 

The Elba High School has had 41 
students who cither withdrew, 
moved away or were expelled. Dur- 
ing this same period there were 36 
new enrollments or returns. 

The Elba Elementary School had 
36 students who withdrew or moved 
away and 47 new enrollments (or re- 
turns) during the same period. 


“If we could get half of a 
I¢ sales tax, this board 
could operate and begin 
making some long range 
plans,” the Superintendent 
continued. 


Pearce reminded board members 
that the school system is contracting 
out the cleaning of the school build- 
ings. He estimated the most that 
could be saved by hiring workers 
and buying supplies .was $9,000. 
However that would not take into 
consideration the added cost of buy- 
ing, or replacing, any equipment. 

The Superintendent told the board 
members he still feels contracting 
the maintenance was a good busi- 
ness decision. “i don’t think we can 
do it as well, and I have years of 
watching it donc the other way to 
base that opinion on,” Pearce said. 

He noted it is contracted on an an- 
nual basis and rebid cach year. Any 
time the numbers “turn around”, the 
schools can just not enter into a new 
contract and hire our own workers. 

A two page chart showed the cost 
of utilities (telephone, gas and elec- 


tricity) by school for each month in a”

County Commission’s meeting short

The Coffee County Commis- 
sion’s Monday meeting was an ex- 
ceptional one - it was short! The reg- 
ular business session lasted less than 
one hour, 

Two individuals, Tony Alcuri and 
Dell Ellis, were on the agenda to ad- 
dress the commission. Only Alcuri 
was present and he spoke to the 
commissioners concerning the court- 
house issue. 

“Some of the people want one 
courthouse while others want two,” 
Alcuri said. “We should leave it to 
the people to decide if they want one 
or two courthouses,” 

He said that since public money 
would be used to construct a court- 
house the people should be given the 
Opportunity to decide first, how 
many and secondly, where it or they 


would be located. 

“As long as you [the commission] 
keep dragging and dragging, it will 
never be settled,” said Alcuri. “The 
only way it’s going to be settled is 
pul it in the paper - the opinion of 
the people!” 

Turning to other matters of busi- 
ness, the commissioners, upon the 
recommendation of the county attor- 
ney, voted to deny a $4,000 claim 
filed against the county by Sue Bog- 
gan, an Elba resident. 

The claim was concerning an ac- 
cident Mrs. Boggan had near the 
construction of the new exit road for 
the Elba City School Complex. 

It was the county’s contention 
that they were not at fault in any way 
since the county’s only connection 
to the project was in an advisory ca- 
pacity. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
requested that the Damascus Home- 
makers Club be allowed to use the

Elba City Council approves land sale

The Elba City Council approved 
the sale of five acres of land to an 
expanding local industry Monday 
night. The vote was 4-2 to sell Cash 
Brothers Leasing the land they are 
presently leasing across from the air- 
port plus some additional acreage 
immediately behind this plot. 

Pete Cash told the council he 
planned to build a 6,000 sq. ft build- 
ing for maintenance plus a perma- 
nent office building. 

Cash told the council his firm is 
growing and already spending a lot 
of money out of town that they could 
be spending in Elba. 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough asked if the property had been 
appraised. When told it hadn’t, he 


‘voiced. opposition to selling any 


property without an appraisal. 

The council voted 4-2 with 
McCollough and Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood opposing the sale. The price 
for the 5 acres will be $2500 per acre 
or a total of $12,500. Cash will pay 
for the land survey and deed prepara- 
tion. 

The property was purchased as 
part of a 97 acre track about 20 years 
ago for slightly over $500 per acre. 

The council also adopted a re- 
vised lease-purchase agreement with 
Ken English for the old high school 
gym. This agreement cuts down on 
the surrounding property which ac- 
companies the gym. Both McCol- 
lough and Haywood voted against 
the proposal as they did two weeks 
ago.

Watson will run as a Democratic 
candidate in the June primary. 

“This is something I’ve really 
gotten excited about doing,” Watson 
said of his decision to run for public 
office, 

“I’ve always been interested in 
politics, but never looked at the pos- 
sibility of actually one day being a 
candidate. Now that | am, I’m excit- 
ed at the chance to serve the people 
of Coffee County,” 

As news editor for the Ledger, 
Watson has covered a variety of 
events, ranging from the tragic hos- 


tage standoff at the Enterprise Shop- 
ping Center last September to gov- 
ernment meetings and feature stories 
on citizens of the county, 

His writing for the hostage inci- 
dent helped the newspaper win an 
award within the Thompson News- 
paper Company for its coverage. 

“Working within a newspaper is 
not a 40-hour week job and I don’t 
feel the probate judge should give 
our citizens any less,” Watson said. 

“Among my top priorities in of- 
fice are to make it customer-friendly, 
I will aim to ensure no one leaves 
with a question unanswered or feel- 
ing that they have not been treated 
with respect,” 

Much of what happens in the pro- 
bate office is of a personal nature - 
the issuing of marriage and other li- 
censes, probate hearings such as 
commitment and condemnations, 
storage of property deeds - and even 
the purchasing of automobile license 
plates, 

I want the people to feel respect- 
ed from the time they walk in the 
door and to know their business is 
the most important task going on in 
the probate office while they are our 
customer,” Watson said. “More goes 
on in the probate office than people 
realize and it should all be done with 
the best interests of the citizens at 
mind,” 

Watson is a 1977 graduate of En- 
terprise High School and received a 
Bachelor of Arts in Journalism from 
Auburn University in 1981, 

He worked for the Ledger briefly 
in 1982 before moving to Troy State 
University at Dothan for five years, 

He is the son of Hob and Marjorie 
Moore Watson of Enterprise, Wat- 
son and his wife, Mary, a first-grade 
teacher at Harrand Creek Elementary 
School in Enterprise, have been mar- 
ried for nearly seven years.

Norway can now rest from two 
weeks of having the nations of the 
world as its houseguests! 

As for me, I miss it already. | 
didn’t skate, ski, sled, score, shout 
(well, maybe once!?!), scream, or 
spend! But thanks to CBS I did en- 
Joy the emotional ups and downs of 
those who did. The athletics of Dan 
Jansen, Tommy Moe, Nancy Kerri- 
gan, Oksana Bayul, Alberto Tomba, 
and the like were breathtaking, The 
thrill of victory and agony of defeat 
were vivid in their countenances as 
they completed event after event. To 
me the only thing that outshadowed 
the rink or the slopes was the moun- 
lain, the mountain that so many of 
these climbed to get to Lillehammer. 

There was the skater who had 
overcome the death of his sister and 
an Olympic track record that left him 
Short of the gold in previous years, 
Then there was the figure skater who 
had her emotional world rocked only 
two weeks before Lillehammer in an 
attack.

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ELBA TIGERS FALL ONE WIN SHORT OF TRIP.TO B’HAM 


he Elba Tigers play basketball the old-fashioned way they play as 
lard as they can every minute of every quarter on both offense and de 
i ind carn everything they get! 
armed the right to compete in the South Region Tournament 
last week by playing perhaps the s toughest 3A schedule and then 
1 Out-playing their opponents in the Area 4 Tournament 
Region tinal. They earned the right to play in the Region 
with their “never say die” attitude and a dramatic comeback win 
Marion, a team that was the defending 3A state champion 
it had won the state championship five of the last six years, 
d the respect of everyone of the 1,500 fans that were at the 
Region finals and all the R.C. Hatch players and coaches as they played 
possibly their best game of the season against R.C. Hatch, only to see 
their efforts fall short in the final seconds of play. This group of Elba Ti- 
gers carned everything they got all scason long, and in the end, earned a 
Spot right along with some of Elba’s best teams ever! 

Elba wasn’t expected to get past the opening round of the Region as 
they faced Francis Marion, a team that had knocked the Tigers out of the 
State tourney hunt a year ago. The “Running Rams” struggled with Elba’s 
defense in the first half, but pulled ahead by nine points early in the fourth 
quarter and their fans were already celebrating. The party proved pre- 
mature; however, as Elba simply turned up the pressure and staged a rally 
that erased the nine-point deficit and led the Tigers to a five point win. 
Coach Curtis Lane had an excellent game plan for the offensive-minded 
Rams and his team carried out the plan until early in the fourth quarter, 
when Francis Marion used its talent to pull ahead. The Tigers weren't 
fazed by the Rams’ lead; however, and Coach Lane simply went to plan 
two and turned the Tigers’ quickness loose on defense and let the defense 
lead the way to the win. David Yelverton was the fourth quarter hero in 
the win as he hit eight straight free-throws to put the Tigers ahead to stay, 
but Yelverton was not the only hero. Rossco Coleman keyed the de- 
fensive surge that got the Tigers back in the game, while Cory Howe and 
Che Vaughan both gave it 110 percent until the final buzzer, and soph- 
omores Brian Rowe, Leray Smedley and Shandez Daniels all ignored the 
pressures of playing in a college gym against the defending state champs 
and played major roles in the win. It was a true team win and one that will 
long be remembered. 

Elba’s match-up with R.C, Hatch in the finals brought back memories of 
the Tigers’ 1991 clash with Francis Marion in the Sub-State finals, a game 
in which the Tigers were simply outmatched and got blown out 100-70. 
After all, Hatch had scored 108 points in its Sub-Region final against Re- 
hobeth and poured in 91 points in its Region opener against a very tal- 
ented team from Washington County. Not many thought the Tigers had a 
real chance against Hatch, but every player on Elba’s team knew they 
could win and Coach Lane was confident that his team would slow down 
the fast-paced Hatch offense. Both the players and coach were right, as 
the Tigers played outstanding for four quarters and came within a minute 
of pulling off a stunning upset and making the trip to Birmingham, 

Elba set the tone of the game from the Opening up as the Tigers played 
their usual physical brand of defense and refused to give Hatch room to 
catch its breath. The defense banged and bumped the speedy Hatch 
players and refused to let them use their fastbreak attack, while on offense 
the Tigers ran their man-to-man offense to near perfection and repeatedly 
got inside for short jumpers and layups. The Tigers led 13-10 after one 
quarter, 28-23 at the half and 46-41 at the end of the third quarter, and 
even the most conservative Elba fan was now thinking of a trip to Birm- 
ingham. The Tigers held the lead until late, when Hatch began to dom- 
inate the backboards and sneaked ahead 62-61. Elba had two possessions 
down by only one point, but had a pass intercepted and then missed a lay- 
up, The Tigers were still in it after falling behind 64-61, only to finally get 
rattled by the defensive pressure, and committed two unforced turnovers 
that let Hatch put the win away. 

David Yelverton played only four minutes in the first half because of 
foul trouble; however, the Tigers played even harder knowing their go-to 
guy was on the bench, and every single player rose to the challenge as 
Elba out-played Hatch on both ends of the court. Cory Howe, Will Mag- 
wood and Che Vaughan battled on the boards for every rebound, while 
Rossco Coleman fought every single inch of the 94-foot court against the 
speedy Hatch guards and even went in and Out-fought everyone for some 
big rebounds, Brian Rowe filled in for Yelverton and displayed talents 
that should shine brightly in years to come as he went Jaw-lo-jaw with the 
veteran Hatch players, as did his fellow sophomores Leray Smedley and 
Shandez Daniels, both of which had big roles in the game. Yelverton did 
come back in the final two quarters and had a solid second half, as did all 
his teammates, 

The entire Elba team played with ey ery Ounce of emotion and desire it 
had against R.C, Hatch, and while the final score declared Hatch the win- 
ner, the Tigers were certainly not losers. Coach Curtis Lane showed that

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BRANTLEY BULLDOGS KEEP HOPES ALIVE FOR 1A REPEAT 


The Brantley Bulldogs had some doubters going into the Class 1A Re- 
gion Tournament last week after struggling past McKenzie, Kinston and 
J.U. Blacksher in post-season action, but the Bulldogs put everyone's wor- 
nes lO rest as they showed signs of brilliance in rolling past Marengo 69- 
56 and Frisco City 57-51 to earna spot in this week's state finals and keep 
their hopes alive for a seeond straight 1A championship. 

The Bulldogs started slow against Marengo and couldn't find the range 
in the spacious Troy State gym, but they settled down in the second quar- 
ter and looked like the Brantley of old as they outscored Marengo 20-6 in 
the stanza to all but put the win in the bag. The Bulldogs hit eight three- 
pointers in the win, with four coming from Andrew Kilerease, a long 
range bomber that loves banging bodies on defense even as much as he 
likes pulling up and firing away from behind the three-point line, Derek 
Caldwell heated up on offense and hit six of ten shots, while Jimmy Bur- 
nett was probably the spark that ignited the Bulldogs as he played hard on 
defense and used his quickness to get down the court for fastbreak bas- 
kets. Andretti Daniels, Brantley’s unsung hero, was sleady as always and 
added eight points and nine rebounds as he ruled the roost inside, The win 
was relatively easy and showed that Brantley was still a force to be reck- 
oned with, 

If anyone had told a tue Brantley fan that Derek Caldwell and Jimmy

Tigers stumble in 3A South Region final 


The Elba Tigers were faced with 
two major hurdles last week at the 
Class 3A South Regional Tourna- 
ment in their quest for a berth in the 
State’s “Final 4" event in Birming- 
ham. 

The Tigers cleared the first hurdle 
with a 65-60 upset win over de- 
fending state champion Francis Mar- 
ion, but stumbled over the second 
hurdle with the finish line within 
sight as R.C. Hatch scored the final 
six points of the game to edge the Ti- 
gers 69-61. 

The runner-up finish left the Ti- 
gers with a final record of 13-10, 
while R.C. Hatch advanced to the 
“Final 4" with a 20-3 slate. 

Elba placed two players on the 
“All-Tournament” team as both Da- 
vid Yelverton and Cory Howe were 
honored, Yelverton scored 46 points 
in the Tigers two games as he hit on 
15 of 22 shots from the floor and 15 
of 19 free-throws, and pulled down 
18 rebounds. Howe scored 26 points 
in the two tournament games, hitting 
on 11 of 14 shots from the floor, and 
also grabbed 9 rebounds. 

“We played our style of game and 
had the game under control until the 
very end,” said Elba’s Coach Curtis 
Lane, “we just made some mistakes 
against their press in the closing sec- 
onds and it cost us the ballgame. Our 
players gave it everything they had 
and really took it to Hatch, and de- 
served to win. Our defense forced 
them to work hard for every shot and 
our offense took it to’em until the 
end. I thought we had the game un- 
der control and would win it; how- 
ever, we made a couple of mistakes 
late and they took advantage of them 
and won the game,” 

“lam very proud of this team and 
all the players that left everything 
they had on the court in both re- 
gional games,” added Lane. “Not 
many people thought we had a 
chance against Francis Marion, but 
we came back in the fourth quarter 
and won the game, and most people 
thought Hatch would run us off the 
court, Our players believed in what 
we were doing and showed everyone 
at the game that defense and in- 
tensity are two major factors and that 
there is more to basketball than just 
running up and down the court.” 

“We are all disappointed that we 
didn't make the trip to Birmingham,” 
said Lane, “but we are holding our 
heads up high and this team deserves 
a lot of credit for everything they ac- 
complished. It was a great year, and 
a great run in the tournaments, and it 
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should ledd to even greater things in 
years to come.”

The agenda for the special ‘Elba 
City Council meeting Monday night 
only covered two unpaid bills to- 
taling $77,133.

He said they all left the 
decision to him with a promise to 
support whatever decision he mad¢. 

He explained that he would con- 
tinue his job at Troy State University 
where he serves as Director of Ein- 
vironmental Research and Service. 

’ When asked if he would be «c- 
tively involved in any other races 
this year, Holley acknowledged that 
he had a long time friend running {for 
governor (Paul Hubbard) and he 
would be monitoring that race closse-
